Thousands Are 
Killed in Nazi 
Drive to Kiev 


British Believed 
to Be Preparing 
for Drive Into 
Finland 


By the Associated Press 
German 
troops 
lunging past the 


bloody Zhitomir sector on the south- 
ern front have advanced to within 
50 miles of Kiev, capital of the Ukraine 
the Russians admitted Monday while 
both sides told of new slaughter by 
the thousands in the 44-day-old strug- 
gle. 


Adolf Hitler's high command also 


claimed new successes on the vital 
central front guarding Moscow. 


"The bulk of the Soviet 
armies 


trapped cast of Smolensk arc now de- 
stroyed and the remainder are facing 
dessolution." 


Nazi dispatches said that 2,300 Rus- 


sians were killed and thousands tak- 
en prisoners and 71 tanks captured 
in the north area. 


This may have been the same act- 


ion reported by the German high com- 
mand which said 10,000 Red troops 
were captured west of Lake Beipus 
in Estonia on the northern front be- 
low Leningrad along with the cap- 
ture of many tanks, cannons and sup- 
plies. 


Russians Counter Claims 
The Russians countered with the re- 


port that Soviet tank columns near 
"N" on the northwest front killed 
1,000 
Nazi soldiers and littered 
the 


battlefield with shell torn tanks, arm- 
ored cars and field artillery. 


On the dipomatie front Mussolini 


told Italians leaving for the Russo- 
perman war theater "the lineup now 
is complete for a clash between two 
worlds," with Rome, Berlin and Tokio 
on one side and London, Washington 
and Moscow on the other. 
'"Mussolini's speach was 
disclosed 


Monday and was made July 29 as he 
reviewed blackshirt legions at Mantua. 


Drive Into Finland 


Meanwhile a flood of reports uncon- 


firmed 
but 
officially 
unchallenged 


persisted in London that Britain soon 
would dispatch an expeditionary force 
to open a northern European 
front 


—possibly Finland. 


London newspapers carried advices 


from Goleborg, Sweden, 
that large 


British naval forces were already in 
the Arctic. 


On the African warfronl the Bri- 


tish Middle East command said that 
German and Italian troops were with- 
drawing from an advance in the 4- 
month old seigc of a British garrison 
at Tobruk, Libya. Axis planes, how- 
ever, were busy attacking other Bri- 
tish strongholds 
in North 
Africa, 


killing 17 persons and wounding 50 in 
a raid on the Suez canal. Air alarms 
were sounded in several other Bri- 
tish points.

Carpenters Set 
Up Office Here 


Union Office in 
Ark. 
Bank & Trust 


Co. Building 


L. B. Slieppard, representative of the 


Little Rock A. F. of L. Carpenters 
and Joiners local which claims juris- 
diction over union workers on the 
Southwestern Proving Ground project, 
has established 
offices in the old 


Arkansas Bank & Trust Co. build- 
ing, formerly occupied by the Hope 
.Police department. 


The A. F. of L. office, which will 


be maintained through the duration 
of the Proving Ground job, Monday 
was signing Up workers for trial on 
the Proving Ground construction. 


The Little Rock organization has 


been instructed to take in members 
from Hempstead county at an initial 
fee of 510 per worker, Mr. Sheppard 
said. The fee will hold good during 
the construction period of the Prov- 
ing Ground, with permission for coun- 
ty carpenters to form their own local 
after completion. 


Outsiders who may have to be cal- 


led in for work will be charged the 
regular fee of $50, he said. 


"Naturally residents of the Prov- 


ing Ground area and other Hcmpslead 
county workers will be given pre- 
ference on jobs if they prove they are 
qualified," Mr. Sheppard said. 


"Under the special setup local car- 


penters will work one week to prove 
their qualifications and then be billed 
for their $10 dues. 


Approximately half of the carpen- 


ters now working on the project are 
union men, Mr. Sheppard said. He 
said he believed that about 500 car- 
penters will be needed on the job, 
possibly more than can be furnished 
by the five-county preference area. 
In that case others will have to be 
called in he said.

Against Japan 


Reports Battleship 
Heads Fleet Indi- 
cating Preparations 
for Events 


By the Associated Press 
A British naval squadron includ- 


ing the 30,600-ton battleship, Warspite, 
was reported without 
confirmation 


Monday to have been sighted in the 
Gulf of Siam, presumably countering 
a Japanese thrust into French Indo- 
China and toward other bases within 
striking distance of the British naval 
stronghold at Singapore. 


At the same time Japan was re- 


ported to have taken new steps in 
the Far East crisis by cancelling ship 
departures for the U. S., leaving about 
GOO Americans citizens stranded in the 
island empire. 


First in Years 
The Warspite report, it true, in- 


dicated Britain's determination 
to 


meet any new threat with increased: 
power. The Warspite, if in the Far 
East, is the first capital ship which 
the Royal navy has sent east of Suez 
in many years. 


.There was no explanation for Jap- 


anese action in suspending 
steam- 


ship communications with the United 
States. 


Simultaniously the Japan Times and 


Advertiser, organ of the . Japanese 
foreign office, said the Japanese gov- 
ernment next week was likely to in- 
voke a complete national 
economic 


mobilization to cope with U. S. and 
British economic pressure.

were canceled two big Japanese lin- 
ers in the United States' west coast 
ports prepared to go home. 


At San Francisco the 15 million dol- 


lar Tautamaru discharged the last of 
a 52,500,000 cargo of, raw silk with, 
emergency longshore crews working 
around the clock rushing aboard 1,000 
barrels of fuel oil. 


A Japanese tanker sailed empty, the 


second, to leave without cargo. At 
Seattle the S. S. Heianmaru also piled 
raw silk on the dock and posted a 
notice to sail as soon as loaded. The 
Asamumaru which left Honolulu last 
Friday with 140 American passengers 
aboard and a cargo of raw sik main- 
tained radio silence.

observation about Russian morale— 
namely thai the Russians are Rus- 
sians first anrd anything else (includ- 
ing Communists) afterwards.

He argued, in opposition to some of

The final important argument of

"Hollywood has not simply been 
aken over by men and women in- 
lerently lacking in taste and intelli- 
gence. 
It has captured people who 


lave possessed 
those 
qualities to 


splendid degree and then has proceed- 
ed to destroy both of these virtues." 


Obviously Dr. Peale and Mr. Watts 


didn't get around with the same crowd 
Obviously, too, neither of them knows 
too much about the place and its 
people, but the fact that two such 
completely opposite opinions can he so 
confidently voiced is evidence that 
Hollywood can't be classified or an- 
alyzed.

Under the revised Agriculture Ad- 


justment Act, the marketing quotas 
were invoked this year for the first 
time. The dinners favored them at an 
election May 31. Eighty per cent Vot- 
ed for them. And on the other side of 
the fence, the government "greed to 
maintain a loan price of 98 cents a 
bushel and to pay the 18 eent.s-a-bush- 
el benefit (that,is 18 cents times a 
farmer's normal bushel yield) to all 
farmers who had stuck to their re- 
spective acreages. 


Under the same act the non-cooper- 


ating farmer can't sell or use his 
wheat ill nil until he has satisfied tlie 
government as to his surplus. That 
consists in paying a '10 ccnls-a-bu.shel 
penalty on the surplus and losing his; 
18 ccnt.s-ii'bushcl benefits on the en- 
tire crop. 


Let's see what happens. A con] .cr- 


ating farmer was told last summer Hint 
his wheat allotment was 100 acres. 
He planted that. To keep the figures 
round, let's say his normal yield and 
actual yield were the same, 10 bush- 
els to the acre. Now what can he do'.' 
He can take a government loan on 
10 1,000 bushels at 98 cents (which 
irlually amounts to selling it to the 
uvernmenl at that price). That brings 
im $980. The benefit payments at 18 
cuts, bring in ?180 more—or a net 
f 31,100. 
Now suppose the same farmer had 
ilantcd 120 acres of wheat in defiance 
f the government program. 
What 


lappens to his 1.200 bushels? On 200 
nisliels, he has to pay <i9 cents a 
jushcl penally, or 798, and he doesn't 
;ct the 5180 benefits. Having salis- 
icd those stipulations in the law, he 
•an gti ahead and sell his wheat (or 
get a loan on it) lit 98 cents. That's 
51,17(i less his S98 penally, or $1,078.
